PUNISHMENT IN SCHOOLS. 


A trial for assault and battery, which excited 
some interest in this town, took place on Tuesday 
last, before Wim.

One witness testi- 
fied that he counted seventy-nine, and was 50 
frightened he could not count any more, and that 
Mr. Atwood continued to strike the boy after he 
had promised to do so no more. Several of the 
children were crying, and the brother of the boy 
begged of the master not to kill him. 
tesufied that owing tothe confusion, neither the 
appeal of the brother, nor the promise of the boy 
could be heard. One witness testified that Mr. At- 
wood before the commencement of the punishment 
took off his coat. A lock of hair was exhibited in 
court said to have been torn from the boy’s head. 
Much testimony was introduced to show the effect 
of the whipping, ete. It was in evidence that there 
were blows behind his ear—one slight, the other 
very severe—that his shoulder, legs and thighs were 
covered with the marks of blows—that the skin 
was cut open in many places, and the blood was 
flowing from several of the wounds —that there 
was one bruise upon or near the temple that was 
clotted with blood—and it was further testified by 
those who saw the boy a day or two afterwards— 
that some of the bruises were black and blue, and 
others were green. 


Forthe defence, it was urged and proved that 
the hoy was unruly, mischievous and disobedient, 
and several witnesses testified that the wounds 
were not so severe in character as stated to be by 
the government witnesses.

Mr. Evrrorn—We are looking to Congréss with 
much solicitude for the decision of the famous Tex- 
as question. Several plans have been submitted in 
the popular branch for annexation, and at the 
latest advices, the momentous subject in broad 
features was before the House. One thing is cer- 
tain, that if Texas is annexed to the United States 
the present session it will be by a joint resolution 
of the Senate and House. ‘That a bill to this effect 
will pass in the House, soon, we have no doubt. 
Its fate in the Senate, by a bare majority, is doubt- 
ful. if Texas is annexed, it will in all probability 
be admitted on the principle of a Territory and not 
a State. The North is opposed to the measure— 
the South is in favor of it. On the merits ofannex- 
ation, prejudice has no small hold on the American 
mind. Will our trade be better, will our country 
be stronger in its own resources, will the chances 
of peace be secured to our southwestern borders, 
will piety, education, the sciences and arts, take 
root in the soil of Texas? In short, will the sum of 
human happiness be increased by the admission of 
this fertile and extensive country to the United 
States, then God speed the measure. The argu- 
ment that slavery will be perpetuated by this union, 
daily weakens. The resources and land of Texas 
will now tenfold meet her liabilities, and ere long | 
would a thousand fold. The consent of Mexico is, 
no longer required as a term of admission, for 
Mexico herself is in a state of thorough revolution, 
and a new Government will soon spring up in the 
land of the Montezumas, on the ruins of Santa 
Anna’s absolute monarchy. The policy of the new 
government of Mexico, will start de novo. Old ob- | 
ligations and alliances will cease on the part of | 
Mexico with all nations, and vice versa Texas at 
least by this force of reasoning is consequently 
completely emancipated and disenthralled from | 
Mexico now and forever. As a precedent for an- 
nexation we have Louisiana, and happy has been 
the result to our country.

Mr. Burrill 1 believe 
preaches at the Odeon, and has before him an ex- 
tensive field of labor. 

Our next trial for Mayor comes off next Monday. 
The Native Americans at the last election were 
ahead. There are not any signs of union with this 
party and the whigs.

From the best estimate, which can be 
made, the whole distance from Quincy to Cohasset 
over this route, would be eleven miles, and the cost, 
including embankments, excavations, masonry, 
bridges, culverts, cars and engines, would amount 
to one hundred and thirty thousand dollars; mak- 
ing the distance to Quincy from Cohassett over 
this route one mile farther than by the route pe- 
utioved for by Thos. Loring, et al, and the cost only 
ten thousand dollars greater than the cost of the 
last mentioned route from Quincy to Hingham, 
which was estimated at one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars. Ifthen this route was extended 
to Cohasset four miles, it must cost forty thousand 
dollars more, and would cost in the whole one hun- 
dred and sixty thousand dollars. In addition, it 
would not furnish one half the number of passen- 
gers, or one half the quantity of freight. .

ANSWER TO THE PROBLEM. 
Whatever be thie length of the timber, and 


wherever the stake be placed, the two men will 
carry all in front of the stake and an equal length 
behind to balance that. in front; and half of what 
then remains. This, I can easily prove, but it will 
not be necessary as every one will readily see, and 
prove itin their own minds. Avoiding fractions, 
each man must earry two parts, which will make 
each parta sixth. ‘Then if the stake ts placed so 
that one sixth of the whole length projects in front 
of it, there will be one sixth behind it to balance, 
Which is two sixths ; and one half of the remaining 
four sixths, which is two sixths added to it, gives 
four sixths to the two men, and two sixths remain 
to the one man, which makes an equal burden 
upon each ove. ‘Take for example, a timber thirty 
Place the stake one siath from the end 
in front, then there is five feet before, and to the 
balance behind and one half of the remaining 
twenty feet added to that before and behind, gives 
twenty feet to the two men and leaves ten feet to 
the one man. Thus instead of one third as most 
people get it, we find the answer to the problem to 
be one sixth.

THE PROBLEM. 

Mr. Eprrorn—I was pleased in seeing the useful 
and entertaining mathematical problem, which ap- 
peared in your Patriot of the 4th inst. presented by 
B. L. B., in answer to which I offer the tollowing 
solution, asking you to give ita place in your pa- 
per, viz: 

The weight borne by each of any two props, on 
which a heavy body is made to rest, is in propor- 
tion to their distances, in inverse ratio, from tts 
centre of gravity. The centre of gravity being a 
pointin a stick of timber of equal bigness and den- 
sity throughout its whole Jength. exactly in the 
centre of its length and breadth. The props in the 
proposed question being the stake on which the 
forward part of the timber rests, and the hands of 
the man who has hold of the timber, at the extrem- 
ity of the hind end, therefore the weight on the 
stake is to the weight borne by the man at the end 
as two to one. And as the distances of the props 
froin the centre of gravity are in the same propor- 
tion to each other as the weight on the props, it 
follows that the distance of the stake which bears 
twice as much asthe man must be only half as far 
from the centre of gravity as the man is at the end 
who carries only half as much as is borne on the 
stake.

atu social temperance meeting held Dec. 3d, 1844. 


Before proceeding to organize for another 
year it may be well to pause, and fora few 
moments review the doings of the year that 
has past. - 

In order if possible to give a new start to

“CONGRESSIONAL. 


In the Senate, the Cumbeyland_Road bili has 


been passed to a third reading by a vote of twenty- 
five to fourteen. It appropriates two bundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. The bill to ascertain and 
refund the balance of the Massachusetts claim has 
passed by a vote of twenty-five to eigiteen. The 
bill to grant a bonus of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars to Joshua Shaw, as the inventer of percussion 
caps, after an extended discussion, has passed by a 
vote of twenty-six to sixteen. 

In the House, the annexation of Texas has been 
fully discussed, in which Mr. Adams, the Repre- 
sentative of this District, participated. 

In his opinion, the arguments brought forward in 
support of the measure were resolvable into this— 
Nature had given to us Texas, and all other argu- 
ments were founded in imagination and not on facts. 
It was true, that in 1825 he did propose to purchase 
the territory of Texas, but it was now proposed to 
be taken by force. The difference was as that be- 
tween purchase ‘and burglary—or as going into a 
shop at mid day and pricing an article, and going 


to the same shop at night, and taking it without the | 
| consent.of the owner. 


He had always-been in fa- 
vor of extending the boundaries of the United States 
to the Rio del Norte, on condition that those who 
owned the territory should consent to it; and he 
would now, provided the law of that country of 
1825 and 1827 were in force. which would secure us 
the territory without slavery. Give us the consent 
of the proprietors and the law ef freedom which 
then existed throughout Mexico, and he would as- 
sent to the annexation tomorrow—for, in that event, 
slavery would be abolished. But since that period, 


| by legislative power, the law of slavery had been

the United States, to be laid before Congress for its 
final action on or before the first day of January, 


2. Said State, when admitted into the Union, 
after ceding to the United States all mines, miner- 
als, salt lakes and springs; and also ail publie edi- 
fices, fortifications, barracks, ports and harbors, 


-navy and navy yards, docks, magazines, armaments, 


and all other property and means pertaining to the 
public defence,belonging to said Republic of Texas, 
shall retain ali the public funds, debts, taxes, und 
dues of every kind, which may belong to, or be due 
and owing said Republic; and shall also retain all 
the vacant and unappropriated lands lying within 
its limits to be applied to the payment of the debts 
and liabilities of said Republic of Texas; and the 
residue of said land, atter discharging said debts 
and liabilities, to be disposed of as said ‘State may 
direct; but in no event are said debts and liabilities 
to become a charge upon the Governinent of the 
United States.

Contrary to expectations, few if any of the com- 
mittees have reported, and thus little business has 
been transacted. 

Inthe House, the Judiciary Committee have been 
directed to inquire into the expediency of providing 
some uniform rule, by law, by which the people of 
this State can know when any and what Ja&s that 
have been once repealed are again in force, agree- 
able to the provisions of the Constitution of this 
State, and to provide that no law which has been 
or may be repealed by the Legislature, can be re- 
vived, and again declared to be the law of the 
State, without the express authority of the Legisla- 
ture to that effect. 

It was ordered, in the House, that the Committee 
on Education be instructed to inquire into, and re- 
port upon, the expediency of causing the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and of the State of Massa- 
chusetts, to be made a regular study in the schools 
of this Commonwealth.

I merely 
stated what I believed to be facts, hoping it might do 
some good, but I will say no more lest I should con- 
wey some other wrong impression.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 
The School Committee of the town of Quincy, » 

for the year which has now closed, beg leave 
respectfully to report, that in their several 
visits to the Schools they have witnessed 
much to give them pleasure, both as regards 
the fidelity of the teachers and the improve- 
ment of the scholars in their studies and 
deportment. 

All the public schools in this town are an- 
mual, that is, are kept by the same master or 
mistress the year round, with the exception of 
the school in the North District, and that in 
the East District at Germantown. In these 
two schools a female teacher is usually em- 
ployed during the summer months, and a male 
teacher in the winter. The Committee think 
they ‘have observed incon- 
geniences resulting from this system. The 
frequent change of teachers is, in the judg- 
ment of the Committee, an obstacle to the 
steady improvement of these schodis. A per- 
son who keeps a school only fora few months, 
ané then leaves with no intention of having 
charge of the same again, cannot be-experted 
to feel the same lively and continued interest 
in the school as one who keeps for a year or 
longer. The Committee do not pretend to 
decide that the Districts just named are pre- 
pared, at the present time, to support an an- 
nual school. ‘They wish merely to assign a 
reason, which they think the chief one, why 
these two schools should be less forward than 
some other schools in town, and they would 


some serious 


express the hope that, as soon as practicable, 


the change they have indicated should be 
adopted by the inhabitants in those Districts. 

In conformity with a recomn-endation of the 
School Committee of this town, made March 
Ist, 1841, and accepted and acted on by the 
town, the principal schools in the Centre and 
South Districts, which were then the largest 
in town, were divided, and the younger 
scholars in each, viz: those between the ages 
of seven and ten, were placed in separate 
echools, under female teachers. This system 
has worked well, in the opinion of your Com- 
mittee, and has proved a decided advantage to 
the older and to the younger scholars. Atthe 
time when the change was adopted, the Centre 
and South were the only Districts where, from 
the fullness of the schools, it was thought 
necessary to introduce the new system. Since 
that time, however, four years have clapsed, 
and the town has increased very considerably 
in population. The schools in the West Dis- 
trict and in the Quincy Point District are now 
both quite large. in the West School, (Mr. 
Cummings’,) there have been, during the past 
year, one hundred and thirty-six different 
scholars, and an average attendance of seveuty- 
three. In the Primary School in the same 


“District, there have been one hundred and 


twenty-seven different scholars, during the 
year, with an average aticndanes of filts 

Here then are two hundred and sixty-three 
acholars in one District, and only two schools 
provided for them. The Committee think 
that those two schools are too full for any 
teacher to attend to, and recommend that an 
Intermediate Scliool be established in the West 
District, to be kept by a female teacher, who 
shall have under her care al] the children of 
said District between the ages of seven and 
ten years. 


So also in the Point District School, kepthy 
Mr. Atwood, eighty-eight different scholars 
have attended during the year, and in the 
Primary School in the same District there 
have been sixty different scholars. And the 
Committee cannot but think that a division of 
the children in this District, accordang to the 
plan already pointed out, would be a decided 
advantage, both in regard to instruction and 
governinent. 


One of the greatest evils in our schools gen- 
-erally is the irregular attendance. As this is 
an evil which can be remedied only by the 
parents, the Committee would take this oppor- 
tunity to bring ‘the subject to the notice of 
their fellow-citizens. It has already been 
stated in this Report, that in the West School, 
while the Register kept by the teacher shows 
that there have been one hundred and thirty- 
six different scholars belonging to the school 
during the year, the average attendance has 
been only seventy-three. Inthe Point Schoel, 
where there have been eighty-eight different 
scholars, the average uttendance has been 
forty-nine. In the South School, (Mr. 
Seaver’s,) the whole number of different 
scholars has been ninety-five, and the average 
ationdance fifty-two. in the Jntermediate 
School, (Miss Seaver’s,) the whole number has 
been seventy-four, and the average attendance 
forty-three. In the Centre School, (Mr. 
Bicknell’s,) the whole number has been one 
hundred and thirteen,and the average attend- 
ance fifty-two. [In Miss Tirrell’s school the 
whole number has been ninety-two, and the 
average attendance fifty. 


These facts, gathered from the Registers 
which are .required by law to be kept by the 
teachers of the several schools, are enough to 
show how very frequent in all the schools are 
the absences. Undoubtedly, for many of 
these absences good and sufficient reasons 
could be assigned. Still it is considered but 
fair to assume that fora large number of them 
no real excuse could be offered, and that the 
very great irregularity of attendance must be 
‘regarded as proving an indifference, much to 
-be-regretted, on the part of many parents, to 
vthe inestimable privileges furnished to them 
by the pablic schools. The Committee would 
respectfully urge upon parents to consider 
seriously their responsibility in this particular, 

and to take special care that no light and 
trivial excuse be allowed to keep their children 
from schoo]. The most liberal appropriations 


of money on the part of the town, for the sup- 
port of the schools, and the most thoroughly 
qualified teachers that can be procured will be 
in vain, unless the parents and guardians and 
employers will see to it that the children at 
tend regularly and punctually. 

Upon one other topic the Committee beg 
leave to present a few general remarks. The 
importance of good order in every school will 
be acknowledged by all considerate persons. 
The teacher must have the respect and 
obedience of those under his care, or he can- 
not succeed in his work. The Committee 
have taken every occasion that offered, in the 
several schools in town, to impress upon the 
minds of the children, the importance and 
necessity of submission to all just regulations. 
If the object can be gained by mild measures, 
these are to be preferred. But if mild means 
fail, as with certain peculiar dispositions they 
do-sometimes fail, then the teacher is justified 
in resorting to corporal punishment. As a 
general rule the Committee cannot but regard 
it asa manifest duty of parents and of all good 
citizens to uphold the teacher, until it may 
clearly appear that the punishment which he 
has seen fit, in any case, to inflict, has been 
unduly severe. Every attempt on the part of 
the scholars to resist the rightful authority of 
the teacher ought to be discountenanced at 
home as well as in the school room.

ANNEXATION RESOLVES. 
Nesvived by the Beuctc of Rep: 
resentatives of the United States of America 


aud IToucc 


in Congress assembled, That Congress doth 
consent that the territory properly included 
within, and rightfully belonging to, the Re- 
public of Texas, may be erected into a new 
State, to be called the State of Texas, with a 
republican form of government, to be adopted 
by the people of said Republic, by deputies in 
convention assembled, with the consent of the 
existing government, in order that the same 
may be admitted as one of the States of this 
Union 

Sec. 2. And be it further resolved, That 
the forgoing consent of Congress is given 
upon the following conditions and with the 
following guaranties, to wit :— 

First. Said State to be formed, subject to 
the adjustment by this government of all ques- 
tions of boundary that may arise with other 
governments; and the Constitution thereof, 
with the proper evidence of its adoption by 
the people of said Republic of Texas, shall be 
transmitted ‘to the President of the United 
States, to be laid before Congress for its final 
action, on or before the first day of January, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-six. 

Second. Suid State, when admitted into the 
Union, after ceding to the United States all 
public edifices, fortifications, barracks, ports 
and harbors, navy and navy yards, docks, 
magazines, arms, armaments, and all other 
.property and means pertaining to the public 
defence, belonging to the republic of Texas, 
shall retain all the public funds, debts, taxes 
and dues of every kind which may belong to 
or be due or owing said Republic ; and shall 
also retain all the vacant and unappropriated 
lands lying within its limits, to be applied to 
the payment of the debts and liabilities of the 
said Republic of Texas; and the residue of 
said lands, after discharging said debts and 
liabilities to become a charge upon the govern- 
ment of the United States. 

Third. New States, of convenient size, not 
exceeding four in number, in addition to the 
said State of Texas, and having sufficient 
population, may hereafter, by the consent of 
said State, be formed out of the territory 
thereof, which shall be entitled to admission 
under the provisions of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. And such States as may be formed out 
of that portion of said territory lying south 
of thirty-six degrees thirty minutes north lati- 
tude, commonly known as the Missouri com- 
promise line, shall be admitted into the Union, 
with or without slavery, as the people of each 
‘State asking admission may desire. And in 
such State or States as shall be formed out 
of said territory north of said Missouri com- 
promise line, slavery or involuntary servitude 
(except for crime) shall be prohibited.

And he. it further enacted, That if the 
President of the United States shall, in hig

able, instead of proceeding to submit the fore 
going resolution to the Republic of Texas as 
an overture on the part of the United States 
for admission, to negotiate with that Republic; 
then— 

Be it resolved, That a Stnte, to be formed 
out of the present Republic of Texas with 
suitable éxtent and boundaries, and with two 
Representatives in Congress, until the next 
apportionment of representation, shall be ad- 
mitted into the Union by virtue of this act, 
on an equal footing with the existing States, 
as soon as the terms and conditions of such 
admission, and the cession of the remaining 
Texan territory to the United Statea shall be 
agreed upon by the Government of Texas and 
the United States. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars be, and 
the same is hereby, appropriated to defray the 
expenses of missions and negotiations to agree 
upon the terms of said admission and cession, 
either by treaty to be submitted to the Senate, 
or by articles to be submitted to the two 
Houses of Congtess, as the President may 
direct.

Benjamin Kimball,petitioner for Habeas Cor- 
pus.—In this case, an interesting point in the 
construction of the License Law, was raised 
The petitioner set forth in his ap- 
i: . * . 
plication that he had been confined in the com- 
mon jail of Essex County, since the 2lIst of 
November last, for the non-payment of fine and 
costs on two convictions for selling spiriiuous 
liquors without a license, and prayed for his 
discharge, on the ground that his detention by 
the terms of the Statute could not exceed nine- 
ty days. A few days had elapsed since the 
ninety days had expired. The section of the 
Statote under which he claimed his discharge, 
provides, that ‘when any person shall be con- 
victed under the provisions of this Chapter,and 
shall failto pay the fine awarded against him, 
he may be imprisoned in the common jail, for 
a time not exceeding ninety days, at the discre- 
tion of the Court or Justice, before whom the 
trial may be had.’ (Rev. Stat. Chap. 47, $27. 

Chief Justice Snaw, in giving the opinion 
of the Coort, denying the prayer of the peti- 
tion, re-affirmed a previous decision of the 
Covft given in Essex County in 1839, Harris, 
v. The Commonwealth, (23 Pick. 350,) in which 
it had been held that a sentence was not 
neous under the provision abore cited, in which 
the’ party convicted was ordered to stand com- 
mitted tili he should pay his 
he chose not to pay it, being able, his impris- 
onment might thereby exceed ninety days. He 
remarked that there were two modes in which 
a person convicted of violating the law might

ject to the rates of postage chargeable upon the 
same under the thirtieth section of the act of 
Congress approved the third of March, one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-five, enti+ 
tled ‘ An act to reduce into one the several acts 
for establishing and regulating the Post Office 
‘ Department,’ and upon all newspapers of great- 
er size or superficial extent than nineteen hun- 
dred square inches, there shall be charged and 
collected the same rates of postage as are pre- 
scribed by this act to be charged om magazines 
and pamphlets. 

Sect. 3. And Le it further enacted, That all 
printed or lithographed circulars and handbills 
or advertisements, printed or lithographed on 
quarto post or single cap paper, or paper not Jar 
ger than single cap, folded, directed, and uf- 
sealed, shall be charged at the rate of twocents 
for each sbeet and no more, whatever be the 
distance the same may be sent; end all pam- 

phiets, magazines, periodicals, and every other 
kind and description of printed or other matter, 
(except newspapers) which shall be unconmect- 
ed with any manuscript communication what- 
ever, and which it is or may be lawful to trans- 
mit by the mail of the United States, shall be 
charged with postage at the rate of tvo anda 
half cents for each copy sent. of no greater 
weight than one ounce, and one cent additional 

for each additional ounce of- 
the weight of every such pamphlet, magazine, 
matter, or thing, which may be tranamitted 
through the mail, whatever be the distance the 
same mav be transported; and any fractional 
excess, of not less than one half of an ounce, 
in the weight of any such matter or thing,

KEEP YOUR NEWSPAPERS. 

A volume of newspapers is a book unbound. 
Why should itthen Le wantonly destroyed 7— 
The man who feceivesa weekly journal during 
twenty years, receives twenty rolames at least 
as valuable as those with which he furnishes 
his shelves from the book-stores. If instead of 
procuring them to te bound, he suffers them to 
e destroyed, the loss is as real as that of anv 
other property. He may have read them to be 
sure, but they may be highly useful to him for 
reference herenfter, when what he has read 
shall have been forgotten, and he shall wish to 
recall it. A considerable portion of their con- 
tents are historical, and there is as much reason 
for preserving it as for presérving any other 
history. They contain besides, a large variety 
of miscellaneous matter. All this will be in= 
leresting at some future day. An expression 
of contempt for an old newspaper is very coms 
mon. but no more rational than, the contemning 
of Hume's England, becanse many years have 
elapsed since it was written. What is news 
this week does not cease to be news the next, 
but it becomes history, and then the files of our 
periodical publications furnish many of the doe- 
uments from which the condensed history of 
our country have been and are to be compiled. 
Let every number of every periodical work be 
destroyed, and we take away from futere gens 
erations nearly all knowledge of our “doings, 
but what shall be contained in the records of 
the nation or handed down to them in the un- 
certain stories of tradition.

Florida, which has now become one of the 
United States, comprises a strip of land on the | 
south of Georgia and Alabama, from forty to 
sixty miles in width. extending from the Atian- | 
tic to the river Perdido, a distance of three 
hundred and fifty miles, and a vast peninsula 
stretching southwards between the Atlantic 
and the Gulf of Mexico, about three hundred 
and fifty miles in length, and ranging from fifty 
to one hundred and fifty miles in width. The 
northern boundary, as fixed by the treaties of 
1783 with Great Britain and of 1795 with 
Spain, is a straight line drawn from the head

This 
region, from its unwooded grassy plains or sa- 
vannahs, has received the name of the Ever- 
glades. The northern part is pire forest, in- 
lerspersed with hummocks, ponds and swamps, 
the soil being for the most part sandy and poor. 
The central district is the most productive and 
populous, much of the land being fertile, sup- 
porting a vigorous growth of oak and hickory, 
There is no doubt 
that the proportion of valuable Jand may be 
yastly increased by draining the swamps, 
whenever the increase of population shall jus- 
tify it. 

On the eastern coast, which is low and san- 
dy, with a shoal sea, there are no harbors for 
large vessels.
